7. Both the above-referenced application and US Issued Patent No. 6,140,254 are not 
separated by more than a year under 35 USC § 102(a). 

8. Both the above-referenced application and US Issued Patent No. 6,140,k254 share a 
common inventor: Denis H. Endisch. 

9. The inventor named in the above-referenced application is the prior inventor under 35 USC 
104.
